a} The project site is currently an undeveloped property in Northbridge, Massachusefts with no existing
structures or buildings, and was previously used as a gravel pit. The site is 47.94 acres in size and is
relatively flat, varying in vegetation between open grassy areas, forested regions, and wetlands. RWC is
proposing to utilize a 12-inch diameter water supply well at the site that will service Riverdale Mills
Corporation (RMC) and 22 apartments located on Quaker Street owned by Riverdale Realty Trust and
James M. Knott, Sr. The maximum pumping rate for the supply well, per Massachusetts Department of
Environmental Protection (MassDEP) mandate, is 432,000 galions per day (GPD).

b) Three alternatives have been considered in this analysis. They are as follows:

Alternative 1 No action alternative. No on-site or off-site impacts are associated with this
alternative.
Alternative 2 RMC will purchase water for its industrial and sanitary water needs from the

Town of Northbridge DPW Water Division. Riverdale Realty Trust and James
M. Knott, Sr will also purchase water from the Town of Northbridge to service
the water needs of 22 apartments located in the vicinity of RMC and the
proposed public supply well. This alternative would have no impact on-site or
off-site as RMC and the 22 apartments are currently receiving Town water.

Alternative 3 The 12-inch diameter water supply well is permitted for 432,000 GPD. This
new source will be used to provide potable water to RMC for its industrial and
sanitary needs. Water from this source will also be used to service the 22
apartments located in the vicinity of RMC and the proposed public supply
well. Impacts on-site will be minimal during the installation of a pump station
and piping. Off-site impacts will be negligible.

¢} There are no on-site or off-site impacts associated with Alternatives 1 and 2. On-site impacts
associated with Alternative 3, are proposed to be mitigated within the buffer zone area of the bordering
vegetated wetlands by haybales and siltation fence. The haybales and siltation fence will be installed
along the edge of the wetlands that fall within 100 feet of the pump station and the pipe installation work
prior to construction activities. These mitigation measures will be maintained for the duration of the
project. Off-site impacts associated with Alternative 3 will be negligible, therefore mitigation measures
are not deemed to be necessary.
